DOOMMN. 


How the Chicago Anarchists Received 
the News of Their Fate in Prison. 


CHIOAOO. Sept. 15.—The first ofScial 
information that reached this city was a 
telegram from the court clerk at Ottawa 
to the state attorney's oflBce here, say- 
ing: "Anarchist oases afBrmed; execu- 
tion November 11." 
Mr. Purcell, of 
the state attorney's ofiSce, ran at once to 
the jail with the dispatch. 
Following 
on his heels was a messenger carrying a 
telegram for August Spies that had been 
sent from Ottawa by the agent of the 
anarchists. 
The turnkey who took the 
dispatch to cell 25 and shoved it through 
the bars lingered a moment to watch the 
effect it would have on Spies. The an- 
archist took the message, glanced firmly 
at the turnkey, and then withdrew to 
the darker end of the cell 
In two min- 
utes or so he called gently to the old 
man who sits as death watch outside his 
barred door, and asked him to hand the 
yellow telegraph sheet to Parsons. From 
him it went to all the other, and at last 
reached Neebe, who is only under sen- 
tence of imprisonment. 


Newspaper men had been rigorously 
shut out from the condemned men, and 
all observation had to be taken from the 
outside of the cage, about ten yards 
from the cell door. It could be dimly 
seen that each of the condemned made 
ostentatious efforts at coolness and bra- 
vado. 
They took seats at their cell 
doors and read newspapers and books, 
smoked cigars, and once Liugg, the 
bombmaker, whistled. Their wives and 
friends had been with them for an hour 
during the morning, but about thirtv 
minutes before the news came they 
were all excluded and the prisoners 
looked up, each alone by himself. 
Sheriff Mateon had remained away from 
the jail. 
By his orders, during the 
night the guards had all been doubled. 
Including the court bailiffs, there were 
twenty of the sheriff's men on duty— 
ten turnkeys and guards that are on 
regular duty at the jail, and six patrol- 
men, who patroled the alley on the out- 
side. 
Captain Schaak brought with 
him four detectives this morning, who 
were stationed in the jail. He professes 
to experience no uneasiness from any 
attempts to break into the jail, and he 
says that he has taken every precaution. 


CmoAOo, Sept. 15.—A reporter for 
the Mail was Captain iilack's first im- 
formant of the adverse decision of the 
supreme court. 
During the first few 
moments occupied in giving the anar- 
chists senior council the dread informa- 
tion his face was a study. 
His under- 
jaw dropped down, the right hand went 
up to his forehead with a lightning like 
jerk and the captain grasped, "Is it 
possible ! Seven men to hang ! Well 
the surprise is great, but the dissap- 
pointment is far greater. 
The only re- 
maining course for us to pursue is by 
faking the case to the United States su- 
preme court. I shall immediately go 
before the supreme courl at Ottawa, and 
ask for a reasonable time to secure a 
certified tracBcript of the record for 
presentation to the supreme court at 
Washington. 
Such proceedings are rare 
but I haven't any donbt of the court's 
decision on that point," and Captain 
Black arose and paced the floor with 
long strides, refusing to speak further. 
Clearly Captain Black has made his 
clients" case his own, and he was as much 
excited as though his own fate had been 
decided.

They got in through a window, 
or rather forced a boy in and he handed 
the goods out. 


The proprietors of the Rich house 
lease rooms across the street from their 
hotel to accomodate

trade. To-day two sneak thieves en- 
tered the apartments and were carting 
two valises away when Tim Delano, the 
day porter, hailed the fellows and took 
thè property, save an overcoat, from 
them.

THE IVESJATTER. 


The Hearing of the Application for a 
Receiver of the C. H. & D.— 
Their Answer Filed. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 15,—The hearing of 
of the application made by George K. 
Duckworth, at Hamilton, Ohio, for the 
appointment of a receiver for the Chi- 
cago, Hamilton and Dayton railroad be- 
gan yesterday at Hamilton before Judge 
Vanderver. The attorney for the road 
argued against the jurisdiction of the 
court, but were overruled, whereupon 
they submitted an answer denying that 
there was any ground for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver, and setting out that 
the acts complaint of by Duckworth, 
were all done under the management of 
Ives, but that before his application was 
made the stockholders had taken such 
action as to oust Ives and Stayner com- 
pletely 
from 
the 
management 
and to put in competent men, who 
would properly care for the interests 
of the s^kholders. 
Concbrning the 
charge made by Duckworth, that the 
salary of the vice president and general 
manager, C. 0. Waite, had been raised 
within a year from $6,000 to $25,000, the 
answer says Mr. Waite's salary for more 
than a year prior to June, 1886, was 
$15,000, and that it was increased, not at 
various times, but at one time to $25,000 
solely on account of his* business capac- 
ity and to retain his services when he 
had an offer to take service with another 
company. 
It denies Ives and Stayner 
were authorized to sell ten millions of 
preferred stock and says they were not 
authorized to deposit the funds of the 
company with themselves. 
The answer 
says it was understood that the purchase 
of the Terre Haute and Indianapolis 
stock was for the defendant at 200 and 
if any portion of it was sold to Ives at a 
less figure, it was done without the 
knowledge of the representatives of the 
Chicago, Hamilton and Dayton, who as- 
sisted in the transaction. The court pro- 
ceeded to hear oral testimony in the 
case.

REPORT OF CITY CIVIL ENGINEER. 


1. With reference to the report of the com- 
mittee on streets. In regard to the sidewalk 
on the west side of Calhoun street, at the 
comer of Jefferson and Calhoun street, and at 
the corner of Lewis and Calhoun-fllreets, will 
report as follows, to-wit: That the comer of 
Jefferson and Calhoun streets, the 
flagging 
has been raised to grade by the contractor; 
and at the comer of Lewis and Calhoun 
streets, will be raised as soon as the contrac- 
tor can find time to do the work; also a num- 
ber of other places where the flagging was 
laid on sand ballast, which has settled since 
the late rains, will also be raised to grade at 
the contractor's expense. 


2. With reference to the North Cass street 
grade, the street railway track is laid just to 
the grade given, whii h was fixed by taking 
the north rail of the L. S. and M. 8. railway, 
and the crossing on First street as grade and 
running a true grade line between these 
points, and was laid just to grade, and is just 
six inches above the east sidewalk at the low- 
est point in the walk. I have notified the 
strtet railway company to put the street in 
as good condition for travel as they found it. 
They agree to do whatever is required and 
what is right. 


3. With reference to the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Griffith, in regard to the construction 
of dry sand pits, or catch basins, for sewerage, 
will report that by using a stench trap in the 
bottom of the sand pits and connection with 
the sewer will undoubtedly prevent the escape 
of gas. They answer every purpose for which 
they were intended in small pipe, and can see 
no reason why they would not answer on a 
larger scale just as well. 


4. With reference to the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Webber for improved iron covers for 
manholes, will report that iron covers have 
been tried for manholes on sewers and con- 
demned as unsafe for teams to pass over, as 
the iron becomes very smooth and with heavy 
loads and httle room horses are liable to come 
in contact with the cover, and should they slip, 
fall and be injured some one would be held 
responsible for the damages. 
As to an im- 
proved iron cover, there has not been any re- 
ported of late In any of my Scientific journals. 


5. Will again report that the Walton avenue 
sewer outlet is still in bad condition and is 
washing out. The bulkhead and 10 feet of the 
sewer is gone, which brings the wash-out up to 
the Nickel Plate grado. 


6. That the work of grading the alley be- 
tween Wayne street and Berry street fiomthe 
market space to the west line of Lafayette 
street, was commenced by the contractor, 
but Fome of tho property owners and others, 
by their agent, objected to the grade fixed for 
the work and wanted the n a d e to conform to 
tue grade on Wayne and Berry streets, which 
would make a cut of nearly 5 feet in tht rear 
of Mr, McCulloch's brick barn, which will be 
a damage to his improvement, and ihe work 
was stopped. Now Mr. Eckert and Mr. Kunkle 
ask that the work of improvement be done 
according to such grade as may bo fixed by 
the city civil engineer; but the time having 
expired for doing the work as per contract, 
will ask your honorable body for instructions 
how to proceed.
